Santi discloses a vacuum valve including first and second main ports 6 and 13 
which ports are connected to a vacuum pump and a vacuum chamber as disclosed on 
col. 3, lines 28-30, an annular valve seat 8, a circular flow path wall 7, a disc shaped 
valve member 9 with a front face having a first sealing member 10, a circular outer 
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peripheral wall that is parallel to the valve body wall 7 and immediately below the 
numeral 8 and above the numeral 15 in figure 5, which peripheral wall has a diameter 
smaller than 7 but greater than the seat diameter defined by 6 as claimed and thereby 
forming a restricted flow path as claimed. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Maltby, Kajitani/229 and Kajitani/462 tech other vacuum valves 
with disc shaped bodies. 

7. Claims 2 and 4-16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
